without tools. 
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43. (New) The fender assembly according to claim 39, wherein: 

the wheel is any selected from the list comprising a front wheel and a rear wheel of 
the all terrain vehicle. 

44. (New) An all terrain vehicle fender assembly, comprising: 

a fender body, the fender body adapted to cover a wheel of an all terrain vehicle; 
a mounting assembly, the mounting assembly adjustably located on a frame of the all 
terrain vehicle, 

wherein the fender body is adapted to be removably coupled to the mounting assembly.
